If the Peking 
‘Govornment possessed the resources which 
this powerful aubject bas at hia commend, 
they might'be able to meet foreign demands, 
provided of course they wished to aet in 
good faith. But as things stand, however 
noxious thay may he to repreaa disorder, they 
are powerless if the Viceroy. of Chibli blocks 
the way, And it scems plain that he 
intends to do nothing but give such 
advics as may suit his. own erofty ends. 
What those may be it is impossible to divine. 
Were he a younger mian—he js verging ‘on 
seventy—it might be thought he was playing 
for the Throne itself, but that seoms hardly 
likely under the circumstances. ' It may be
